The Latest Tnx Decision. 


The decision of the Federal Supreme 


Court 
on the question of the tax- 


ation of lands which have been sur- 
^ ej-fd but not patented, is one of more 
than usual Importance. It affects prin- 
cipally rail road land grants, but is 
hinad enough to Include surveyed lands 
held by private individuals where the 
title by patent Is pending. The case re- 
cently decided went up from the Dis- 
trict Court of Nevada, which decided 
that the State was entitled to recover 
taxes upon unpatented but surveyed 
lands on which the costs of surveying 
liacl not been paid. 


The Supreme Court of Nevada had 


decided that the 
lallroad 
company 


could not be assessed for taxes on a 
12;.'!S4 acres of suiveyed but unpatent- 
ed lands. One defence against the a«- 
spssmont was that some part of the 
lamls were mineral and that these had 
not bef-n segiegated and therefor the 
company should not be held for lands 
that it c-iiukl never own. This point was 
rnot in the decision of the court, ren- 
dered by Justice Brown.

tion of land within twenty miles on 
each side ot the road, with the reserva-

Both voluntary and involuntary bank- 


ruplcy are provided tor in the bill, the: 
involuntary teaturts 
'being- carefully i 


limited. All persons \\ ho owe debts are ' 
entitled to the benefits i>r the act as' 
voluntary bankrupts, but corporations 
are excepted beeauae the Iims of the' 
Bute* creating them provide for iwlnd- 
1ns up tbeir affairs. 


Any .person owms debts to the amount 


of $1000 or over, if gulltj ot an act of 
bankruptcy, .may be adjudged an invol- 
untary bankrupt, except a 
national 


bank, a .person en^as^-d chiefly in farm- 
Ing or the tillage of the bull 04id a wa*e- 
«rner. A wa#e-earner ls an individual . 
who works for salary, wages or hire at J 
a compensation not exce«Ung $1500 per 
year. National bamks are closed and 
their affairs administered under the pro- 
vision* of the national ban king: laws.

Tlio Latest Tax Decision. 


The decision of the Federal Supreme 


Court 
on 
the question of the tax- 


"-lion of lands which have been sur- 
veyed but not patented, Is one of more 
than usual Importance. It affects prin- 
cipally rail road land grants, but is 
broad enough to Include surveyed lands 
held by private Individuals where thc 
title by patent Is pending. The case re- 
cently decided wont up from the Dis- 
trict Court of Nevada, which decided 
that the State was entitled to recover 
taxea upon unpntented but surveyed 
lands on which the costs of surveying 
liad not been paid. 


The Supreme Court of Nevada had 


decided that the 
railroad 
company 


could not be assessed for taxes on a 
12I.3S4 acres of surveyed but unpatent- 
ed lands. One defeiiM against the as- 
sessment -was that some part of the 
lands were mineral and that these had 
not boon segregated and therefor thc 
company should not bo held for lands 
that It could never own. Tills point was 
met In the decision of thc court, ren- 
dered by Justice Brown., 


"The company has an enormous land 


grant, embracing every alternate sec- 
tion of land within twenty miles on 
each side of thc road, with thc reserva- 
tion of mineral lands from the operation 
of the Act.

Both voluntary and Involuntary bank- 


ruptcy are provided for In the bill, the | 
involuntary features 
being carefully i 


limited. All persons who owe debts are j 
entitled to the benefits of the act as [ 
voluntary bankrupts, tmt corporations 
are excepted becAUnC 'the l.tnvs of the 
States creating: them provide for wind- 
Ins up their affairs. 


Any person owing debts to the amount 


of $1000 or over, if guilty of an act of 
bankruptcy, jnay be adjudged an invol-1 
untary bankrupt, except a national 
tank, a .person engas<?d chiefly in farm- 
ing or the tillage of the soil and «, wage- 
erner. A wafte-earner Is an Individual, 
who works for salary, wages or hire at ] 
a compensation not exceeding $1500 per 
year. National banks are closed and 
their affairs administered under tho pro- 
vlnlons of the national banking laws. 
Partnerships both before and after dis- 
solution and before a sculemcnt of their 
affairs may bo adjudged bankrupts, and 
In such cases thc partnors-hlp debts 
must first be paid. All bankrupts are 
allowed the exemptions 7>resci<Sbed by 
th'e la-ws of the State Jn which the bank- 
rupt resides. 


Thc bankrupt cannot be discharged 


from taxes', judgments, for frauds and 
f.'llful or malicious Injuries to the per- 
son or property of another, debts not 
proved and those created by fraud, em- 
bezzlement or defalcation 'While acting 
a» an oflicer or in a fiduciary capacity. 
The bill creates two new officers, trus- 
tee and referee. Fees and compensation 
of th»e officers are limited, 'and the ex- 
l>en«e' ot administering a ^bankrupt es- 
tate, it 1* stated, will be small.
